to coriKN 
If tiiey shall 
cut wantonly, 
];romiscuously, 
they 
will 
convert 
the 
coastal plan into a treelos.s area. Now i.s 
the time to impress upon owiieivs of tim ­ 
bered lands the vital importance of fe ll­ 
ing ti’ecs wnth a thoiigiit of the morrow. 


According to the Mobile Post, timbered 
lands in the lower part of Alabam a have 
been left as “ clean as a w h istle ’ l>y cut­ 
ters. 
it charges 
that 
there 
has been 
“ ruthless" destruction of trees and that 
the state has lost a natural resource of 
first rank. If this sort of thing shall con­ 
tinue, The Post fears, “ soon one of the 
chief assets of the section w ill be a thing 
of the past and the south w ill suffer un­ 


told m isery." 


Foreign countries protect their forests 
and by conserving their timber are able 
to cut for thousands of years on lands 
that w ill never be denuded." 
Vet tor the 
sake of a little ready money “ Alabam a 
alloM's its pine forests to be denuded. 
The Po.st would have the Alabam a legis­ 
lature assure protection of forests against 
indiscriminate cutting of trees. 
Corporations 
which 
owned

lands w ill take care of their own. 
They 
understand the conditions and arc pre­ 
pared to fell th(‘ir trees on a sustained 
yield basis. 
Owners of small timbered
